Continuation of 2. NOTE: The addition of the limitation of the second processor having accessibility to the first and second buses raises 
new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. In addition, with respect to the argument that arbitration logic circuits 
of Jahnke and Crews comprise arbiters that are different, separate, or work independently of one another, there is no distinction in the 
claims to preclude the current interpretation of the references -- i.e., that the AHB and HTB arbiters/decoders of Jahnke combined and 
the primary and second arbitration circuits combined read on the claimed arbitration logic circuit to arbitrate access requests from the 
first and second processors. 
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
